Tho Daily Chronicle correspondent wrote in 
September from Melbourne: ‘ oe 
ho first note of Australian nationality has 
een struok in the Hirst national. Parliament 
ander the Southern Cross; and has: thrilled 
the continent from ond to end. -Raco unites 
where all-else divides and disintegrates; and 
race-fooling has suddonly knit the four millions 
of pure-blooded Australians in a manner which 
is altogether wonderful, The vague ory for a 
“ White Anstralia” bas for years been ‘on the 
lips’of leaders of democracy here, but with the 
advent of federation, the awakonirg ofC) and 
theamergenco of Japan into the list of “civilised” 
vations, it has passed straight into the arena 
of practical politics. The Barton Government, 
anxious te movt the passionate demand of men- 
aced Labour, and at the same time unwilling to 
enter into conllict with the Colonial Uifice, has 
| introduced an Alien Isomigration Bill based on 
the Natal Act. All immigrants may-be required, 
andor tho measure to write fifty words of Eng- 
lish. Under the lax laws existivg in the. oncé 
separated States, somo 23,741 colored alions 
have arrived in Australia since 1896, The de- 
partures were 18,223, giving an excess of arrivals 
of 5,518 for the five years, This steodily-in- 
creasing influx of coloured aliens the Fedoral 
Government hopas to check by an educational 
teat. ‘ho Kankas employed in the sugar dis- 
triots of Queensland it proposes to deal with in 
a separate Bill.

splendid it may be in many qualities. is not 
being assimilated, and apparently is never to be 
assimilated in the nation of which they are 
politically a part. .

Continont is imagining vain things against us, 
never has there been such @ promising oppor- 
tunity for an unscrupulous onomy to srike 
at tis by land. And in spite of all the warring 
naval schools wo cannot defend the North- 
 Wost cient A sea, Yot the unwelcome has | 
happened : his Highness Habibullah Khan has 
ascended the throne of Afghanistan, thenks to 
the foresight and the strong hand of hia father, 
without any signs of rebellion so far; and 
Russia has shown not the slightest symptom of 
‘desire to take advantage of our embarrassments 
elsewhere.
